and warm, a thin layer of silk 
wad- 
ding is placed between two sheets of 
the paper 
and 
t ho whole 
is quilted. 
Shirts and drawers 
made in this way 
are moro comfortable than flannels. 
The Japanese 
soldiers 
realized 
the 
value of this kind of clothing 
when 
they had to weather 
a Siberian 
win- 
ter. 
The retail 
price 
for a vest 
is 
about $1, for drawers aboiit $2.50 and 
for a cholera belt about 25 cents. 
The 
only drawback to this clothing is that 
It is not washable. 
A company in Yokohama is supply- 
ing largo quantities 
of paper shirts 
to the Russian army. 
They state that 
paper 
clothes are extensively 
manu- 
factured 
in Japan. 
No statistics of 
manufacture, 
however, are available. 
The garment 
sold by the firm is made 
of tough, 
soft fabric,
